posing as Clara’s husband, declared 
here today . 
Carsen 
made 
th is 
statement 
sh ortly before Los Angeles depu­ 
ties arrived to extradite Clara to 
California, wh ere 
sh e is under 
sentence for th e killing. 
He asserted th at not Clara but 
anoth er woman, one of th e wit­ 
nesses for th e prosecution, actual­ 
ly committed th e murder. 
Th e 
h ammer with wh ich Mrs. Mead­ 
ows was beaten to death , h e said, 
was not deliberately purch ased by 
h er—as 
h ad 
been 
alleged—but 
came from th e tool kit of h er 
automobile. 
To Wage 
Figh t 
Carsen is ready to th resh th e 
wh ole case out in court h ere and 
block 
proposed 
extradition, 
h e 
said. 
Carsen said h e would name two 
persons wh o actually killed Mrs. 
Meadows, one a man and th e oth ­ 
er a woman. 
He believes Mrs. 
Ph illips 
will be declared 
inno­ 
cent as soon as th e facts reach 
th e courts of Los Angeles. 
Mrs. Ph illips is refusing to talk 
and is very much excited wh ile 
awaiting th e Los Angeles officers. 
At th e foreign office extradition 
papers, 
ph otograph s 
and 
finger 
prints 
h ave 
been 
received, 
all 
closely tally ing with th e prison 
•r. 


BISCAILUZ DEPARTS 
FOR TEGUCIGALPA 
SAN SALVADOR, May 17 .—Un­ 
dersh eriff Eugene 
Biscailuz, 
of 
Los Angeles, with h is assistants, 
departed for Tegucigalpa today on 
th eir expedition to fetch away 
th e woman believed to be Clara 
Ph illips, th e “h ammer murderess”, 
wh o was caugh t th ere. 
Biscailuz plans to bring th e al­ 
leged Mrs. Ph illips over th e Hon­ 
duras border into San Salvador, 
and take sh ip for California. 
He 
anticipates no trouble in getting 
h er away , as h e believes h is ex­ 
tradition request will be h onor­ 
ed. 
However, h e is taking no 
ch ances on giving h er an oppor­ 
tunity to escape and is constantly 
alert for any attem pt at rescue 
by h er friends. 
Mrs. Ph illips, after h aving been 
convicted of killing Mrs. Alberta 
Meadows with a carpenter’s h am­ 
mer, escaped from th e Los An­ 
geles county jail.

about th e asserted conspiracy of

property , I would be 
th rown into jail, and th ere would 
be no bail for me—and th is even 
th ough I read y ou th e provision of 
th e state constitution, guaranteeing 
me th e righ t to bail.

ilton, first secretary of th e treas­ 
ury , at th e unveiling of 
wh ose 
statue on th e south portico of th e 
treasury th e President spoke. 
“Can any ttudent of our time in 
America or th r world doubt for a 
moment th at factionalism is de­ 
veloping as never before?” asked 
Mr. Harding. 
“We h ave our fac­

Oldtimers say th at In 
early day s of th is county peatlands 
in

often 
caugh t afire and burned for weeks. 
A fire such as often occurred 
y ears ago Is ndw smouldering in 
an area of peat near th e old Irvine 
ranch h ouse on th e Irvine company 
ranch . 
It is understood th at th e fire h ad 
its origin in a fire th at was started 
by tenants eigh t or ten weeks ago. 
Th e tenants were burning weeds 
off th eir lands. 
40 or 50 Feet Deep 
Th e peat at th is point may be 
forty or fifty feet deep. An exami­ 
nation of th e area th at h as been 
burned indicates th at th ere is a 
depth of ten or twelve feet from 
th e surface to water, and th e peat 
is burning clear down to th e water. 
Th e smouldering fire h as been 
confined to five or six acres, and it 
is not likely th at 
th e 
fire will 
spread to a larger area. 
With in 
th is area is a small inferno. 
Any effort to put 
out th e fire 
would prove an exceedingly dang 
erous task. 
Fire h as eaten away 
th e foundation, as was proven at 
th e edges, wh ere efforts to stop 
th e spread of th e fire h ave proven 
successful.

It seems probable th at noth ing but 
a h eavy rain can extinguish it.

Th e di­ 
rection of th e wind carries it. On 
damp f« >ggy nigh ts th e odor i3 car­ 
ried for miles. 
After Dr. W. Leland Mitch ell, Or­ 
ange county h ealth officer, accom­ 
panied by Dr. J. I. Clark, city h ealth 
officer, returned from th e tour of 
th e sugar factories and th e upper 
bay district today ,

Co mmercial co nditio ns 
so o n make a “h as been” o f th e mo st marvelo us ef­ 
fo rt o f p ro ducer, directo r and scenario writer. 
Th e 
p h o to p lay th at is o ut o f date may fo r a time lie o n 
th e sh elf o f th e p ro ducer o r distributing magnate, 
but so o n is junked, because individual exh ibito rs no 
lo nger rep o rt a call fo r it and it is no t granted sh elf 
ro o m. 
So , in effect, th e p h o to p lay h as bceo me as fleeting 
an art as th e stage. All th at is left o f a p lay, if th e 
p ublic turns its back o n it, is th e scrip t, and th e 
memo ry o f th e “business” wif,i wh ich it w’as ado rn­ 
ed, p reserved in th e minds o f o ld stagers. 
All th at 
is left o f th e p h o to p lay, after th e cellulo id is dis­ 
carded, is a similar traditio n. 
With a few p h o to p lays, th is is a distinct lo ss, 
imp o sed o n th e art by its co mmercial co nditio ns. 
Th e co rrectio n lies in h aving a so cial interest in 
such films exp ressed th ro ugh institutio nal o r go v­ 
ernmental agencies. 
But is a cellar o r attic o f th e Wh ite Ho use th e 
p lace in wh ich to p reserve -wo rth wh ile films? Ough t 
th is functio n rath er be undertaken by th e Library 
o f Co ngress? 
To be sure, in th is so rt o f p reservatio n, th ere is 
danger to truth .
